The request for reconsideration, filed on 1 1/25/02, has been considered but does 
not overcome the rejection. 

Applicant's primary argument regarding the combination of Stautner and 
Klosterman is that Klosterman does not suggest having two guides from two different 
media. The examiner does not agree because Klosterman teaches at column 4, lines 
46-55, that "IRD box 28 receives television programs along with other information, in 
one embodiment, via satellite dish 29", where the "program schedule information (or 
guide) may also include a channel map that contains the channel information which is 
available on a particular source". Klosterman also teaches that "program guide 
information can be received through cable box 26, other inputs 30, antennae 34, and/or 
through any other transmission medium" and that "each of these sources may also be 
provided with television schedule data" at column 4, lines 57-62. Thus, Klosterman 
teaches receiving programming information from different media. 
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
